Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative initiated telephonic communication with 
respect to the advisory action mailed on 8/17/2006. The applicant's representative inquired as to why the 
ammendment would not be entered for purposes of appeal as no new subject matter had been added. Applicant's 
representative and examiner's discussed this. The decision was eventually made to not enter the ammendment. The 
reasoning for this is that claims 1 and 2 were rejected using different art (Guru and Guard for claim 1 and Guru and 
Fritz for claim2). Claim 1 included the limitation of collecting measurements while the X-ray beam is off which required 
the teachings of Guard. Claim 2 included the limitation of collecting multiple measurements which required the 
teaching of Fritz. By making claim 2 depend upon claim 1 (as in the proposed ammendment) the rejection of claim 2 
would need to be altered since claim 2 did not previously include the limitation of measurements with the X-ray beam 
off. Such a reordering of the rejection or any other new grounds for rejection would require procecution to be 
reopened. Applican'ts representative also inquired about the teachings of Guard which appears to include motivation 
both in favor of and against measurements with the X-ray beam off. Although the reference is to be considered as a 
whole, the examiner pointed out that the teaching of Guard is that measurement with the beam off is well known in the 
art and has sufficient motivation to one of ordinary skill although alternatives do exist..
